“MUTINY ON- THE VERMONT, 


Two. Hundred Sailors Arrested Be- 
fore Submitting to Vaccination. . 


Special to’ The New York Times. 

NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 14.—It became 
known here to-day through private chan- 
mels that 200 men on thé battleship Ver- 
mont at Guantanamo, declining to submit 
to typhoid vaccination, mutinied last 
week, and that the crew of the Minne- 
sota had to be called to assist in quelling 
the trouble. All of the mutineers were 
put in irons and forced to submit to the 
needles of the surgeons. 

When the ordér requiring all men to 
submit to the typhoid vaccination was 
posted, there was..strong objection from 
every vessel of the fleet. On the Vér- 
mont the opposition was so strong that 
when a few of the bolder men declined 
to submit, scores joined them. ~ Orders 
from the Commander failed to.get them 
in line. Aithough threatened with irons, 
the men still declined to permit the 
vaccinations to pfoceed, fully 200 join- 
ing the protest. 

The feeling that their shipmates were 
more or less in sympathy with them, al- 
though they had submitted, is the reason 
given for the request for Minnesota men 
to arrest the mutineers: It is also said 
that a number of mén resisted to the last 
and had to be put in irons before order 
was restored, 


GARDEN TO STAY FOR A YEAR. 


New Owners Will Run It on the Old 
Lines for a Time. 


Madison Square Garden passed yester- 
day out of the hands of the company 
which has controlled it ever since it was 
opened in 1890 as New York’s great 
amusement headquarters. The present 
owners are the F. & D. Company, a syn- 
dicate. of which G! Louis Boissevain is 
President. Coincident with the transfer 
of the property yesterday, it was definite- 
ly announced by Leslie R. Palmer, Sec- 
retary of the owning company, that the 
structure will be retained intact for at 
least a year. 

The prospective leasing of the-Garden 
to the Ringling Circus for five years has 
fallen through, but the new owners will 
conduct the Garden during the current 
year on the same lines that have been 
followed for twenty-two years. This in- 
sures the olf arena for the National 
Horse Show next Fall, and it is not 
likely that any further efforts will be 
made for the present to erect a new 
building equipped with a large amphi- 
theatre for that purpose. 

Ringling’s Circus has already leased 
the Garden for the greater part of March, 
and promoters of other exhibits such as 
have formerly been held there have made 
arrangements to hold their regular shows 
there during the coming months. 

The new owners paid about $3,500,000 
for the property, which takes tn the en- 
tire block between Fourth and Madison 
Avenues and Twenty-sixth ani Twenty- 
seventh Streets. They have placed two: 
mortgages aggregating $2,850,000, the 
first. being for $2,900,000, taken. out~in 
the name of the Title Insurance’ and 
Trust Company, but which is to be trans- 
ferred to the: New York Life Insurance 
Company, and the, second -for- $650,000, 
taken by Thomas W. Joyce.of Brooklyn. 


TACOMA RECALL MOVE FAILS. 


Mayor Seymour’s Opponents. Could 
Not Get Sufficient Supporters.

TACOMA, Wash, Feb. 14.—The 
movement to -recall 
failed to-day when its organizers ad- 
mitted their defeat and quit. They 
had not obtained a sufficient number 
of names. 

Mayor Seymour and one Commis- 
sioner have two years still to serve. 
Public sentiment has been strongly 
against the proposed recall, which was 
started by supporters of Former Mayor 
Fawcett, who was recalled last April. 

Buyers of $2,000,000 Nisqually Power 
Plant bonds, for a municipal project 
nearing completion, and other bond 
buyers contend that recall elections 
will only injure the city’s credit. At the 
April election Tacoma will probably

Prof. Shedd’s Activities Disapproved 
by Rochester University.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Feb. 14.—Prof. 
Kendrick P. Shedd, teacher of German 
and French at the University of Roch- 
ester for twenty-one years, has tendered 
his resignation at the request of the 
Trustees, due, it is understood, to Prof. 
Shedd's activity among tocal Socialists, 
which gave the university undesirable 
advertising. 

Some time ago Prof. Shedd delivered 
an address in one of the social centres, 
when he declared that the red flag of 
the brotherhood of man was greater and 
stronger than the flag of this or any 
other country. For this: he was refused 
permission to speak before the Labor 
Lyceum in City Hall by Mayor Edger- 
ton. Later on he delivered a speech at

Prof. Shead's inflammatory speech is 
believed to be the cause of the closing 
of the social centre in Rochester. e is 
a@ noted teacher and numbers many 
prominent citizens among his pupils. He 


is a graduate of the University of Roch- 
ester and of the Berlin University.

'AMERIGAN WIVES 


BAR TO COURT POSTS 


One Reason Perhaps Why Sand- 
hurst, Not Granard, Becomes 
Lord Chamberlain. 


KING APPOINTS THE FORMER 


Fear of Undue Pressure for Invita- 
tlons to Americans Influences 
Important Changes. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Telegraph 
to The New York Times. 

LONDON, Feb. 14.—Lord Sandhurst 
has been appointed the new Lord 
Chamberlain. 

Some remarkable reports have been 
current regarding this matter, two no- 
blemen with American wives being 
specially mentioned as possible suc- 
cessofs of Earl Spencer—Lord Granard 
and Lord Craven. It is said that the 
claims of both wers considered and de- 
cided against simply because they have 
American-born wives, who might ex- 
ercise undue pressure upon their re- 
spective husbands in the matter of in- 
vitations to royal functions. 

Persons conversant with Court. af- 
fairs say that, while it is possible that 
Lord Granard may have been thought 
of as the successor of Lord Spencer, 
Lord Craven possessed no claim what- 
ever to the post. 

Both Lord Granard and Lord Craven 
took part in to-day’s royal procession 
in connection with the opening of Par- 
liament, Lord Craven appearing in the 
magnificent uniform of the Captain of 
the Yeomen of the Guard, while Lord 
Granard, as Master of the Horse, fig- 
ured in the only incident not down on 
the programme. One of the horses of 
his carriage stumbled and got one of 
its legs over the traces. 

This occurred near Westminster and 
did not delay. the procession. Lord 
Granard, another peer, and two. Coun- 
tesses who were in the.carriage, walked 
the rest of the way to the houses. of 
Parliament. 


The appointment of Lord Sandhurst as 
Lord Chamberlain disposes of persistent 
rumors. that the Earl of Granard would 
obtain the post.» Lord Granard in 1909 
married Miss Beatrice Mills, daughter of 
Ogden Mills of New York,.and it was 
said in London that there was consider- 
able opposition In court and society cir- 
cles to the idea of a Lord Chamberlain 
with an American wife. 

The reason for this is not any dislike 
toward Americans, but the ‘fact that, 
practically, the Lord Chamberlain is the 
arbiter of English society. It is he who 
decides who and who shall not be pre- 
sented at court, and to whom the entrée 
to court functions shall be granted. His 
influence is supreme even in such mat- 
ters as the costumes to be worn on vari- 
ous occasions’. He decides matters of 
precedence, and to be in his black books 
meang virtual ostracism. It was felt 
that a Lord Chamberlain with an Ameri- 
can wife would be an anachronism, as, 
ipresumably, she would have a good deal 
of influence in directing her husband's 
decisions. 

Lord Sandhurst, however, is not with- 
out close American connections, which 
can now be said of a large majority of 
the English peerage. He is a man. 56 
years old, of not. particularly exalted 
lineage, as he is only the second Baron, 
succeeding his father, a well-known sol- 
dier, in 1876. The first Baron was a 
grandson of Sir James Mansfield, the 
famous Judge 

Lord Sandhurst was formerly Governor 
of Bombay, and served both Queen Vic- 
toria and King Edward as a_Lord-in- 
waiting. He acted as civil attaché to

It followed 
several stagéments from Justice Gerard, 
who, in dgubt as to his right to accent 
the office under the Constitution, was 
holding back in view of an expected opin- 
ion from the Attorney General that such 
action on his part would ‘not be in viola- 
tion of the Constitution.

He has been at different ‘times 
Chancellor of Union University, President 
of the New York Bar Association, and 
Commissioner -of the State Board of Char- 
ities. Hé. ves in this.city only in the 
Winter, his home being at Elizabethtown, 
Essex County, N. Y. 

“This takes me quite by surprise,” he 
said last night at his city home. “I 
didn't want to be a Special Commissioner 
in this: case, and merely accepted it as a 
matter of duty. I have the time and Gov. 
Dix said that he wanted me, hence I saw 
no excuse for not taking it. 

‘**As I understand it, I am to take evi- 
dence from any one who has a reason- 
able right to be heard, with the idea of 
furnishing the Governor information on 
which he may pardon or refuse to exer- 
cise Executive clemency. 

“TI want it distinctly understood that 
this is to: be a public hearing. I hope I 
can begin it as early as Monday morning. 
My official commission, I suppose, will 
arrive in the morning, and perhaps the 
Governor /will have stated in it a time 
and place for the commission's hearings.

List of Prisoners Reveals Only Men of 
High Union Standing. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind, Feb. 14.—The 
United States. Government to-day ar- 
rested almost all of the 54 men indicted 
in the dynamite conspiracy cases. It 
took into custody within a few hours 
practically the entire official staff of the 
International Association of Bridge and 
Structural: Iron Workers, including the 
chief officers, members of the Executive 
Board, and about twenty business agents 
and former business egents. These in- 
cluded Frank M. Ryan, the President; 
John T. Butler of Buffalo, N. Y., the 
First Vice President, and Herbert 6. 
Hockin, the Second Vice President and 
successor of J. J. McNamara as Secre- 
tary Treasurer, and each of these men 
was required to give $10,000 bond for his 
appearance for: arraignment here with 
all the other defendants on March 12. 

More than forty of the men, chiefly 
labor union officials, who are charged 
with conspiring to destroy by dynamite 
or nitro-glycerine the property of em- 
ployers of non-union labor, were under 
arrest by to-night and it was declared 
the apprehension of all the others would

WIRELESS. TREATY..SOON. 


Senate Committee on. Foreign Rela-|_ 


tions Likely to Act In a Few Weeks... 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—After a long 
sleep in» the. hands: of: the ‘Committee’ on 
Foreign Relations of the Senate, the In- 
ternational wireless treaty resulting. from 
the Berlin Convention of 1906, is Hkely 
to be approved within a few weeks.

The House of Commons began business 
at 4 P. M. with the debate on.the address 
in reply to the Speech from the Throne. 
The first official glimpse at the progress 
of the Anglo-German negotiations was 
given by Premier Asquith in “the course 
of the debate. 

The Prime Minister said that the Brit- 
ish Government had received las® month 
@n jntimation that the visit of a British 
Minister’ to Berlin would “not be unwel- 


come, and nught facilitate the attain- 
ment of the common object of the two 
nations. Lord Haldane was Gameeduently 
se to Berlin. There was, Mr. Asquit 
said, perfect freedom of statement and 
frankness of explanation between Lord 
Haldane-and the German authorities over 
a wide area. of discussion. He continued: 

“I genuinely believe that these éonver- 
sations may have more. than a merely neg- 
ative result. There is unmistakable evi- 
dence of a sincere desire-on both sides 
for the establishment of a better footing 
between. us.- It-is in that spirit that both 
nations are now engaged on a _ careful 
survey of the practical possibilities,” 

Mr. Asquith, who referred to the over- 
clouding of Anglo-German relations as ‘*-a 
Most tamentable fact,”’ took déccasion to 
deny the story that the British fleet last 
Autumn was preparing for an aggressive 
attack on Germatiy. 

“It was a pure invention without a 
oie oh of foundation, he said, and then 
went on: > 


“Both. the German Government and 
our own are animated. by sincere desire 
to bring about a-better state of under- 
standing. The visit of Viscount Haldane 
to Berlin inthis connection involved both 
sides in departure from conventional 
methods, but it was felt by both nations 
that frankness of ‘statement and“ com- 
munication “would be easier in the- first 
instance , if: thers swere. an_ informal :non- 
commital conversation rather than regu- 
lar diplomatic negotiations. Such an -ex- 
change of views under such conditions 
ought to dispel the suspicion that ‘either 
Government contemplates essive de- 
signs against the other.. That by itself 
would be a great gain.’’ 

Mr. Asquith concluded: 

“T cannot of course at this stage enter 
into matters of detail, but I may say that 
in the course of Lord Haldane’s visit to 
Berlin there was unmistakable evidence 
of the sincere and resolute desire of both 
sides for the establishment of a_ better 
footing between us without either side 
in any way sacrificing or impairing the 
special relationship in which each of us 
stands to-other powers.”* ‘ : 

Mr. Asguith,; turning to domestic af- 
fairs, with particular reference to home 
rule, said that the Government had now 
what it had not in 1893—a majority for 
home rule in Great Britain. 

Mr. Bonar Law, the Unionist leader, in- 
terposed with the.remark: ‘“ You haven't 
a majority of the independent Irish vote.” 

The Premier retorted: ‘‘ Eliminating the 
Irish vote in this House, we have a ma- 
sorte. It is a matter of. political arith- 
metic.” 
. The opposition leader, who preceded the 
Prime inister, criticised generally the 
home and foreign policies of the Govern- 
ment, and the changes in the Government 
of India. As to home rule, he insisted that 
the Premier had adopted an. unusual 
course in Jeaving the explanation of the 
measure to his coHeague, Mr. Churchill, 
instead of making the explanation him- 
self. He said he hoped soon to be in pos- 
session of information as to the future 

osition of the Irish members of Par- 
fament and as to, whether the customs 
would be intrusted to an Irish Parlia- 


ment. 

The debate was carried on-in the House 
of Lords py the Marquis of Lansdowne 
and the Marquis of Crewe. The former

Both houses adjourned. The debate on 
the address in the House of Commons 
will probably last till the end of next 
week. It is still doubtful if it will be 

ossible to introduce either the Home 

ule bill or the Welsh Disestablishment 
bill before Easter. The latter measure ‘is 
ikely to be first presented for discus- 
‘sion.

INTERESTS STEAMSHIP LINES 


Invention of Great Importance In Fast 
Vessels — 2,000 H. P. Machine 
About to be Constructed.

LONDON, » Thursday, Feb. 15.—Ac- 
cording to The Standard another step 
has been taken in the perfection of the 

turbine. 

This is a new reversible steam tur- 
bine. Hxperiments and demonstrations 
have already been made with the new 
machine by Wainwright Brown, who 
used a model about 80 feet in length 
and about 18 in breadth, and reversed 
from full speed in one direction to full 
speed in another in a few seconds. 

A full description of the machine 
would be highly technical, but it is 
sufficient to say that the reversing is 
effected by synchronized disks rotated 
by screw spindles extending outside 
the turbine casing that are made to 
open or close. by nozzies which give 
the steam a left or right direction upon 
the blades. , 

Designs are now being prepared for 
the construction of a 2,000 horse power 
machine on the new principle. It is 
proposed to adapt all sizes for the use 
of gas in place of steam. 

The importance of the new invention 
&s affecting fast liners has brought -it 
under the notice of several large steam- 
ship companies. : 

The invention of turbines that can be 
reversed as are reciprocating engines 
will be of great advantage for warships 
and the big ocean liners of the mer- 
chant marine. 

At present the high-pressure turbines 
cannot be used either for going astern 
or for manoeuvring in entering or. leav- 
ing port. On the Lusitania and Maure- 
tania there are six turbines on the four 
events. The two wing propellers are 

riven by high-pressure turbines, and 
the two centre propellers are driven 
by low-pressure turbires, which are also 
equipped with go-astern turbines, so that 
7 can be used in manoeuvring. 

e total horse power of eachof these 
liners is 70,000 ing full speed ahead, 
but in.manoeéuvring the liner loses one- 
third. of her power through the shutting 
off of the high-pressure turbines. With 
the new invention of reversing they 


would have the use of the entire 70,000 
horse power.

TAFT WINS IN GEORGIA. 


Roosevelt Supporters Outwitted at 
State Convention. 


Special to The New York. Times, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb, 14-—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt got nothing—not even a 
cheer—from the Republican State Conyen- 
tion, which met here to-day to select dele- 
gates to the National Convention, which 
trieéts in Chicago. By contrast, President 
HTaft ot everything—a. sold delegation, 
a -strong indorsement of his AGmIE 
tion, and plenty of cheers. 

The Taft forces were in control of the 
machinery and they used the steam rol- 
ler so effectively that whatever senti- 
ment there was for Roosevelt was not al- 
lowed to find its way into the convention 
hall. There were contesting Roosevelt 
delegations from several Congressional 
districts, but the contestants wére not al- 
lowed to enter the hall and the contests 
were never heard from. The Taft delega- 
tions were seated without protest. The 


Taft leaders decreed that admission ‘to the 
hall should be by ticket only, and the 
ieaders saw that only good Taft men got 
the tickets. It ‘was YO mea 6 the most 

‘harmonious’ Republican convention 
ever held in Georgia. 

enry 8S. Jackson, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue in Atlanta; Walter H. John- 
son, United States Marshal for the 
Northern District of Georgia, and Henry 
Lincoln Johnson,. (colored,) Register of 
Deeds at Washington, dominated the 
convention, which is said to have been 
attended by more representative white 
men than ever before. 

Henry Lincoln Johnson was permanent 
Chairman. Henry Lincoln Johnson, C. P. 
Goree, Henry 8. Jackson, and B. J. Da- 
vis were named delegates at large to Chi- 
tago. Twenty-two delegates were also 
ehosen from the eleven Congressional dis- 
tricts. The convention then adopted a 
resolution instructing the delegates to 
vote for Taft, first, last, and all the time. 

The platform denounces the “ unspeak- 
able crime,” declares inst lynch law, 
appeals for peace and harmon between 
the two races, felicitates President Taft 
upon his desire for peace and patriotism, 
approves the amendment of the Inter- 
State Commerce act, denounces the recall 
as absurd and pernicious, indorses pro- 
tection, and attacks the Democratic posi- 
tion on the tariff. 

‘The convention also indorsed Henry 8B. 
Jackson for. National Committeeman, to 
succeed Henry Blum, Postmaster of Sa- 
vanhah, who was suspected of Roogevalt 
tendencies. It is said that President Taft 
personally —e that Blum be defeated. 

There were about 500 delegates present, 
about 800 being negroes. qual repre- 
sentation was given the two races in the 
Chicago delegation, The Roosevelt sup- 
porters are extremely bitter to-night, and 
are talking of holding a convention of 
their.own.

Mme. Séhike was*married when she was 
18 years old, while she was appearing at 
the Paris Grand Opera.

Frau M. Lippitt of 
Karistadt, Bohemia, was made executrix, 
with power to pay to the four heirs the 
interest from the estate for a certain 
period, and then turn over the_ principal 
to them. His death occurred only a short 
time. before that of -Mme..

I have this morning signed the proclama-

Best wishes to the retiring and the in- 

coming officials.

succeeding such admission: 

Some time before the next Fourth of 
July ‘the Secretary of War will issue a 
general order declaring that on and after 
July 4. next the. field of the flag shall 
consist of forty-eight stars in a stipu- 
lated number of rows designating - the 
number of stars in each row. The order 
will also contain a diagram showing the 
exact arrangement of the stars. The 
Navy Department will issue a similar or- 
der for the navy, and the Treasury and 
other departments will do likewise. There 
will be an executive order from the White 
House covering the usé of official flags 
not covered by the various department 
orders. These orders.-will be issued long 
enough before July 4 to enable all the 
Government services to be supplied with 
flags of the new désign, so that on July 
4 every Government staff will fly a 
proper flag.

is a Commissioner.. Mr, Hx ‘on the 
other hand is an expert of experts. No 
man Has dealt‘in this commodity on a 
larger scale, or to better advantage. 
But he is under suspicion of interest, as 
well as qualified by knowledge. It is 
necessary te dalance these conflicting 
opinions with en open mind if the 
truth is sought. It may be that both, 
are Wrotig, or even that both are right. 

‘Tt_seems too plain for amgument that 
the worth of ore ie related to the con- 
tents of the ore when made into fron. 
If that be admitted % follows neces- 
sarily that there is mo such thing as 
an “infallible etandard of permanent 
values of ore. If iron varies in value 
so must ore. .The Commissioners eas- 
timate of value might be right ff re- 
lated to timed of depressed trade, but 
that would not be the time that Mr, 
Hirz, would select to market his ores. 
If he could never get his price he 
might. never sell his ores, and thus he 
never could be proved wrong in his 
views. He has an advantage over the 
Commissioner in that he already has 
sold his ores once at his own valua- 
tion, arid thereby has given an abso- 
lute demonstration that at that mo- 
ment buyer and geller were agreed. 
Tf that is net a demonstration of value 
at that instant then therecan be none. 
He seems, confident thet he will find 
another buyer at his price, and that 
would be another demonstration. It 
may be doubted that the Commission- 
er would be willing to sell these same 
ores et his own price if he owned 
them, and it is sure that he never can 
sell them at his price so long as Mr. 
Hinz, owns them. So far as demonstra- 
tions go the: Commissioner is at a dis- 
advantage. 

The point is more interesting because 
it ts of wide application. We’ are 
enacting statutes now on estimates like 
the Oommissioner’s.’ We are deciding 
that profits are too high, and that 
wages are too low, and that sohemes 
of capitalization are unjustifiable, and 
so on, although there is no certainty 
that the estimates of these quantities 
are right at any given moment, or 
that they will continue as estimated, 
whether rightly or wrongly. There 
seems to be an idea that a statute 
can give fixity, although flux and 
changé is one of the certainties of this 
uncertain world, and ought to be for 
the good of the world. , A statute which 
should fix prices when the cost of liv- 
ing is high would be intolerable, and 
not less intolerable if it should: fix 
prices when wages and cost of living 
are low.. No man wants a law to fix 
his prices and profits, It is the other 
man’s ideas which should be regulated 
by law. We have had too nrany laws 
to regulate other people, It is time to 
appreciate that lawp are for everybody, 
and that laws which attempt to make 
all prices move in unison benefit no- 
body. 

The man who wishes truly to thrive 
should make his profits rise when 
other profits are falling, or at least 
rise faster than other profits. Laws 
cannot accomplish this for everybody, 
for a universal, uniform rise benefits 
nobody. Individual problems cannot 
be solved “by law. Bven statutes of 
Wages passed by trades unions de- 
feat their object, as we know by the fact 
that there is so much discontent qt 
a time of an unprecedented wage level. 
For another example we know that the 
courts overruled our Public Service 
Commission's estimate of values in re- 
organization proceedings, both on tech- 
nical grounds and,on the srgu- 
ment that it was wrong to. maké a 
fixed estimate of values for a growing 
property. Every estimate is of neces- 
sity related to the conditions of the 
time of estimate, and however right 
at the moment inevitably becdmes 
wrong in -oné way or another when 
conditions change. Yet nothing is more 
conspicuous. at ‘the moment than the 
futile: effort to legislate fixity into 
factors fated to change as the sparks 
fly upward. Prices may be fixed’ by 
law, but they cannot be made effective: 
Values or relations in exchange cannot 
be fixed by law, as they are matter of 
accord between buyer and ‘seller. <A 
statutory maximum becomes a prac- 
tical minimum forthwith by the ines- 
capable law éf trade, and statutory 
minimum in lke manner becomes a

RE-ENTER THE KING. 

To those radical politicians in Dngland 
who have cheerfully relegated the King 
to the rear of the stage, recent events 
may, in the old-fashioned phrase, give 
food for reflection. While his Majesty 
wes on his way home from India 
these gentlemen undertook a concert- 
ed bitter attack on Sir Howarp Grer, 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs. Their 
ultimate. .purpose was clearly to dis- 
credit that atatesman as a successor to 
Mr. AsquirH when the time comes, 4s 
they hope soon, for a change of Pre- 
mier end to advance Mr. Liorp- 
Gronan’s fdrtunes. Such a manoeuvre 
fn British politics is common enough, 
for the hot cententien of party and 
faction goes to extremes there that 
would offend the soberer sense of re- 
sponsibility usually felt-on this side of 
the water. But in selecting the for- 
eign policy of the Government as the 
ground of their intrigues, and thus 
risking the stability and continuity of 
international relations, the radicals 
ventured rather too far. 

Promptiy on the return of King 
Gnornen, Sir Howarnp Grrr was made 
a Knight of the Order of the Garter, 
the highest honor that can be be« 
stowed on e-British subject and the one 
most conspicuous in the eyes of foreign 
Courts. It te true that this, like every 
other public act of the sovereign, must 
be done on the advice of his responsi- 
ble Ministers, but it is obviously an act 
as. to which the King’s hand could not 
readily be, forced and which may fair- 
ly be assumed to be done on his initia- 
tive. . Mr. Liuorp-Groren and his im- 
mediate associates would certainly 
have prevented it had it been in their 
power, for it was a publid proclama- 
tion that the Foreign Secretary had 
earned the complete confidence of the 
King in a field with which the King is 
especially concerned and in which the 
royal influence has, despite the prog- 
ress of democracy, remained most 
marked. 

It is also worthy of note that on the 
day before the opening of Parliament 
the King received in long conference 
Viscount Hanpann, the . Minister ‘of 
War, and Mr. Cuuncuriu, the head of 
the navy. Both these gentlemen have 
been playing a considerable part in 
connection with foreign affairs, the 
former by his visit to. Germany, the 
latter by his frank discussion of the 
rivalry in navy building between Ger- 
many and Eingland, in which he blunt- 
ly ~characterized the British Navy as 
a necessity and that of Germany’ as 
“more or less in the nature of a lux- 
ury.” The speech of Mr. CHURCHILL 
may well seem a chesk on the mission 
of Viscount Hatpans, but. it is not 
necessarily ‘so. His assertion has 8 
certain foundation in fact. The need 
of an afiequate navy for the island em- 
pire is réally supreme and cannot be 
ignored by the Government of that em- 
pire ‘or denied by any other Govern- 
ment. This 6onviction is undoubtedly 
shared by the King, whose training 
was in the navy. The danger to peace 
is not in the strength of the Hnglish 
Navy, but in the temper of the Goy- 
ernments and the peoples, ‘respectively, 
of Germany and England, and it is to 
the correction of this that the mission |‘, 
of Viscdunt Hatpanmz is supposed to 
have been directed.

Cunningly .Fixed So That the Number 
Piates Cannot Be Read. 
To the Bditor of The Ncw York Times: 

Why do the traffic police standing in th 
different streets not hold up the many thou- 
sands of cars, handing their drivers & summons 
to appear in the courts for the many viola- 
tions seén all over town in the affixing. of 
the rear number license watts to the bodies 
of the cars? 

The law says plainly such plates should be 
affixed in such wey that’ the numbers are 
legible at a distance of fifty feet at night; 
that the ray of li from ithe tail lamp should 
illuminate the plate to be distinguished - as 
to numbers at this distance. 

Now kindly have @ good look at the ma- 
jority of all cars in our city, and you will 
find the-plates affixed so ingeniously that 
the ray of light either does not fall onthe 
plate, being atjached above or below the lamp, 
or, in many Instances the plates are aftixed 
right behind the-mouth of the lamp, so that 
the first number is covered by the lamp, and 
instead of 12845 being shown only 2345 can 
be seen at night 

Again, the plates are attached to curve back- 
ward, slanting toward the. bedy of the cars, 
thus the light falfs only on two or three 
numbers, and it is no wonder #0 many chauf- 
feurs ‘‘ get away with it’ at night, as their 
numbers cannot be séen at ten feet distance.

HIGH PRICE OF POTATOES. 


Thousands ef Bushele Are Importéd 
Under'a Very High Tariff. 


To the Bdttor of The New York Timea: 

There, have appeared in many -ef the New 
York dailies statements shipments 
of potatoes. and the duties they pay. Yesterday 
the steamer Minnetonka came fmto this port, 
aid to contain 67,056 sacks of potatoes. The 
duties payable on the lot équal $47,579... This 
week's dhipments will bring supplies from 
abroad, particularly from Ireland, in the netgh- 
borhood of about one million sacks for the 
geason, on which there will have to be paid 
duty amounting to $700,000. 

Arrivals for the remainder of the season will 
decrease weekly from now on, as news in to-\ 
day states that Germany and France are both 
buying in Ireland and England, As there is a 
shortage in all kinds. of vegetables, onions, 
cabbage, and carrots selling at higher prices 
to-day than they have done for many years, 
t is not at all unlikely that some of the 
farmers’ hopes for $2 per bushel for potatoes | <7 
may soon be realized.

COAL SUPPLIES GETTING LOW 


Continued Cold Uses Them Up—Fac- 
tories Fear They’ll Soon Be in Want. 


Cold weather makes a- sharp demand 
for coal, but:the persistence of the cold 
snap since the first of the year without 
the usual intervening mild periods has 
brought.about' conditions which ‘The Coal 
Trade ‘Journal says have become :¢ritical’ 
Pin the manufacturing centres. 

‘Consumers. have been clamoring. for 
coal in all markets, especially » down 
East,” it says. ‘The railroads. have 
been «unable to get all shipments for- 
ward, not alone in the eastern section of 
the country, but throughout: the North 
amd. West, on account of a fall down: of 
facilities, which is always to be expected 
under circumstances which have pre- 
vailed. Locomotive service has been crip- 
pled to such an extent that the accumula- 
tion of freight on tracks cannot be hauled 
as usual for weeks to come. Not alone 
is- freight traffic considerably behind 
schedule, but passenger traffic is also 
in poor shape, trains being from one to 
several hours behind time. Under such 
circumstances coal will be about the last 
commodity 40. be given attention by the 
railroads. 

“There is a great lack of coal through- 
out the cO6untry and manufacturers are 
now fearful that they may be compelled 
to restrict operations, or close down their 
plants entirely for indefinite periods on 
this account.” 

An added complication is the desire of 
consumers to provide ahead for the .pos- 
sibilities of a/strike when. the anthracite 
agreement expires at the pnd of next 
month. 


BATH TUB TRUST IS HIT. 


Three Rulings Against Defense 
Trial of. Government's Sult. 


DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 14.—Three 
rulings.made by: United StateS Judge 
Angell at to-day’s séssion of the trial of 
sixteen firms and twenty-four individuals 
composing the so-called’ Bathtub Trust,

BETTER OUTLOOK FOR STEEL. 


Lull Due to.Cold Weather and its Im- 
portance Sald .to be. Exaggerated. 


Although the lull in new buying of steel 
products is admitted in the trade journals 
this week, the tendency is to exaggerate 
the extent and effect of the slowing up. 
The Iron Age says in the same way that 
the heavy buying of the last six weeks 
of 1911 was translated into a boom. Cold 
weather is naturally a check on activity 
in the iron and steel trade, but there is 
general expectation of increased demand 
with the opening of the active season. 
The Iron Age says: 


That the rails bought In the past two months 
have ‘not been coming to the mills as fast 
as desired is ‘one feature of the situation 
that has caused some comment. Against it 
is the prospect that considerable rail buying 
is ahead, particularly for Western and South- 
western’ lines, in accordance with financial 
programmes recently announced. The. Wabash 
receivers have .asked for bids on 3,500 cars 
and 25,000 tons of rails. The International 
Great Northern is inquiring for 16,000; ‘tons. 
In girder’ rails’ a  4,000-ton. inquiry .from the 
Chicago City ‘Raliways is pending. Quits a 
little export business is up, includ 20,000 
tons for Australia, a part of the 1650, tons 
which will be needed for the Australian Trans- 
continental -Rallway. 

Reports from all markets agree that prices 
in @ number of finished lines are lower, par- 
ticularly in pl@tes, structural shapes, bars, 
sheets, and tin'plates. There js no large in- 
flow of new orders, but some. mills not so. well 
supplied with specifications as the larger ones 
Bre rather more aggressive. 

In structural work ‘competition breaks ou 
at intervals with new sharpness, and that 
has in the case lately. _Volume is not seri- 
ously complained of, and in the past week 
probably 35,000 tons has been closed. 

Various Standard Oil Com y fragments 
have been in the market for tin plates. Welsh 
makers recently bid on 100,000 boxes, but did 
not secure the business. An independent’ pro- 
ducer in the Pittsburgh district ‘has-been a 
seller to the oll companies, it is understood. 

Southern pig iron producers find the firmer 
position they have recently. taken on prices 
reinforced. by a reduction of 19,000 tons in 
Alabama stocks in January. 

Steel-making iron is quiet, with no definite 
development as to purchases in the market 
by the leading interest. At Pittsburgh a re- 
cent purchase of 10,000 to 12,000 tons is re- 
ported at slightly under $12.25 at furnace, 

The Iron Trade Review says: 


The iron trade is longing for milder weather. 
Prolonged and intensely cold weather, which 
has extended to nearly all parts of the coun- 
try, has had a depressing effect on business, 
putting a. stop to outside work in new con- 
structian and. seriously interfering with the 
movement of trains. Improvement is expected 
as soon as weather moderates. There is. a 
belief among some leading steel makers that a 
considerable renewal of car and rall buying 
by the railroads will soon appear, and it is 
expected that new inquiries for at least. 18,000 
cars and 100, tons of rall will be brought 
out. Specifications against wire contracts 
are very satisfactory, and some sales are 
being made at new quotations. Sheets are 
showing irregularity.

THE RECORDER ARRESTED 


The Police Force Went Right Into 
Councll Chamber After Him—A 
Question of Jurisdiction. 


Emerson—named in honor of one of the 
many great men who never lived there— 
is in New Jersey. You get there, finally, 
on the Erie, There are exactly 464,399 
raijroad ties bétween Emerson, where the 
trains don’t stop, and Oradell, where they 
do, and if your legs aré es long as a4 
Timms reporter’s were yesterday you can 
make the journey in exactly 163,111 run- 
ning jumps. ‘ 

There's a sign at thk station which says 
“Look out. for the Locomotive!” and 
nearly every one in, Emerson does—all the 
time. It’s the finest thing in Emerson, is 


it shrieks its lone “‘ Repent ye!" to the 
dwellers in Emerson, and then, with Erie 
speed, wheeseth, not whizzeth, away. The 
good folk down at the not very distant 
borough of River Hdge, which is equally 
on-the Erte, immortalize Emerson in this 
true, if unneighborly, reminder: ‘ River 


oh, you Emerson!” ‘ 

Nevertheless, Emerson has a population 
of 900. One of the 900 is the police force; 
Marshal J. Vroom Roscoe, and another 
is the Recorder and Justice of the Peace, 
Blasius Merindino, who is also an officer 
of the Merecal Realty Company, whose 
booklets will prove beyond any doubt 
that ‘Emerson is a lovely little spot. 
There, all day yesterday, all the remain- 
ing 898 of its population were busily dis- 
cussing these two, and how, on the pre- 
ceding night, In full and most tempestu- 
ous meeting of the Borough Council, the 
Police Force arrested the Recorder, after 
a day of the most strenous and desperate- 
armed sleuthing through the fields and 
avenues of Emerson and far-off Jersey 
towns that had ever fallen to the lot of 
the Police Force. 

It seems that on Sunday Recorder Me- 
rindino tried the case of one Joseph Bian- 
culo, charged with assault and_ battery, 
in that he did assault and batter the 
of one Nick Scocozzo at a wedding fe vet 
in Emerson's very appropriately eruptive 
Hotel Aetna. He fined Bianculo, accord- 
ing to the Police. Force, in the sum of $5 
and $3.90 costs. The Police Force insist- 
ed that a Justice of the Peace had no 
right to try assault and battery cases or 
to collect fines and costs in such cases, 
and even if he had, could exact only 
$2.20 for costs. He got a letter from As- 
sistant Prosecutor J. B. Zabriskie of 
Hackensack to that effect. (The Police 
Force is a Democrat and a member of 
the Woodrow Wilson Club; the Recorder 
is a Democrat. Three members of the 
Emerson Council are Republicans, the re- 
maining three Democrats, and the Mayor, 
Tugboat Captain Charles Millar, who 
swings the deciding vote, is also a Dem- 


ocrat. So there is some ardor in politics 
in Emerson.
